ARMY TRUCKS GIVEN FOR ROAD 
BUILDING. 

State Highways Departments Receive 

845,000,000 Worth of Vehicdles 

from U. S. 

Washington. I). C. — Twenty thousand 
motor trucks have been turned over by 
the War Department to the Department 
of Agriculture to be distributed to State 
Highway D< part incuts for use in road 
building. They lange in capacity from 
two to live tons, and have a value of 
n. ore than .■f4o,(lllll.(IUl). 

All that tin' States mu.-t do to acquire 
those Iiucks is to pay the loading and 
fi eight charges and must age. e to use 
them on road construction in whole or 
in part under Federal aid, for which 
ifcJOO.OOO.OOO was recently appropriated 
by Congress. 

The trucks were declared surplus b\ 
the War Department, and being no long- 
er needed for war uses, for which they 
were bought, it has been determined 
to divert them to peace purposes and 
at the same time extend the aid the 
Federal Government is giving the Stales 
in highway construction. The motors 
will be allotted to States only on request 
of Highway Departments in accordance 
with the apportionment provided in the 
federal aid law approved in 191(i. I'n- 
<]■'!■ the law, there can be no distribution 
;o counties or individuals, but only to 
the States. 

Roads Costing Millions Built. 

1'ndor the stimulus of Federal aid, the 
States have extensive highway eonstriic- 
■t ion under way. T.'ndcr the Federal road 
act. ii p to and including April, state- 
ments for a total of l.O.j" road projects 
were approved by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Houston, who administers the Fed- 
eral Aid Road law. The probers in- 
volved 10.oS0.17 miles of road, with a 
total estimated cost of $92,033. 121.S1 
and'total Federal aid of $:i(i.5"(i,S."i7.-hS. 
The number of projects actually execut- 
ed up to that time was 535. for 4.H2-1.S:. 
miles of road, at a cost of $39.(159.327.44, 
of which $15,014,929.01 is to be paid 
from the Federal Treasury. 

During April, Secretary Houston ap- 
proved 120 road projects, involving the 



improvement of 923.53 miles at an esti- 
mated cost of $10,261,320.51, of which 
$7,528,550.68 will come from the Fed- 
eral appropriation. This is the largest 
estimate and the heaviest request for 
Federal aid for any month since the 
passage of the law. 

During the same month, the Sccretaiy 
of Agriculture and State Highway De- 
partments execute;! 55 road project, 
agreements, involving the improvement 
of 521.51 miles of road to cost $4,626, 
415.48, of which $2,039,614.99 will bo 
paid from the Federal appropriation.

Leslie Kelloy, classic dancer, will com- 
plete the entertainment. There will be 
a booth for the sale of fancy articles, 
home-made cakes and candy booth and 
a cafeteria, where light refreshments 
will be served.
